Belgian

Guards 


March In—Germans Began 


Moving Out Yesterday 


City Had Been in Hands of 


the German Forces Since 


August 20, 1914 


PARIS, Nov. 16. (By the Associated 


Press.)—Belgian advance suarda en- 
tered Brussels Saturday morning. Tho 
German troops^in accordance with the 
armistice, began moving out Friday 
and aro now riino miles away, accord- 
Ing to the correspondent of tho 'Sluli 
on the Belgian front. 


Brussels had been in the hands of 


the Germans since Auff. 20, 1914. When- 
it became evident that the Lilefce forts 
could not hold out. Brussels waa evac- 
uated. Some of tltc Belgian forces re- 
tired fo Antwerp which was defended 
stoutly by Belgian and British troops 
.before it fell. 
In their occupation of 


BeJgiuin. tho Germans maintained thftiiv 
principal headquarters at Brussels. 


It was reporlud early in the week 


that King Albert would re-enter Briia- 
sets today,' but a despatch from'Paris 
Friday said that his entry had been 
postponed probably until Nov. 23, when 
the Belgian parliament also will re- 
open.
